OCEAN TRAFFIC 


Likely to Be Tied Up by the Strike 


of Longshoremen. 


New York, May 8.—Representatives 


of the transatlantic steamship com- 
panies, against which a strike for 
higher wages lias been declared by 
the longshoremen, decided to refuse 
the advance asked and stand together 
in the fight with their former em- 
ployes. The strikers expressed them- 
selves as confident that they would 
be able eventually to tie up all the 
transatlantic traffic. 
If the men suc- 


ceeded in no more than upsetting the 
sailing schedules by causing frequent 
delays in sailings the situation at this 
season of the year, when the .travel is 
especially heavy, would be serious.

crowd gathered early today around 
the Turk street barns, 
more deter- 


mined than ever to prevent the run 
ning of cars. 


Officers were

guns. 
The union pickets 
exhorted 


the people not to indulge in violence. 
At tos Angeles acting' under orders 
from Sacramento, the Seventh regi- 
ment was ordered under arms at once 
for: service in Sah Francisco.- The 
strength of the regiment is over SOO. 


San Francisco, May 8.—The strike 


of the :1,700 union motormen and con- 
ductors of the United railroads devel- 
oped into a riot, in which more than 
a score of persons were severely hurt, 
some were fatally -wounded, and oth- 
ers hurt to a lesser extent. 


The company made its first attempt 


to 'resume the operation of its system 
by sending out seven passenger cars, 
manned by between 30 and 40 strike- 
breakers, wearing the uniform of car 
inspectors and each carrying a 38- 
caliber revolver strapped around his 
•waist outside of his coat. 


The start was made from the com- 


pany's barns at Turk and Fillmore 
streets; where a crowd of from 3,000 
to 5,000 men and boys had gathered. 


The appearance of the cars in Fill- 


more street, from which they were 
switched into Turk street, was the 
signal for an immense outburst of 
jeers and howls. Before the cars had 
gone one block they were made the 
targets of stones and bricks. In a few 
moments every pane of glass had 
been smashed and several of the 
armed operatives 
had been struck, 


cut and bruised. 
At Turk and Bu- 


chanan streets an especially fierce at- 
tack was made on the foremost car. 
A guard on the rear platform an- 
swered the flying stones with a pistol 
shot. The bullet struck one of the 
union sympathizers in the arm. 


The shooting of this man aroused 


the mob to a pitch of frenzy. Paving 
stones and other obstructions were 


on the track, and in that way the 


cars .were brought to: a standstill a 
)lock further on. Hurling any missile 
hat' came easiest to hand, cursing 
and screaming for the lives of the 
strikebreakers, hundreds of men and 
>oys surrounded the car. In a mo- 
ment a fusillade of,shots rang out and 
the crowd fell, back in fear. The ob- 
structions were cleared away and the 
car proceeded, followed a block be- 
lind by two others. The sound of the 
shots, apprised the main .crowd in the 
neighborhood of Fillmore and Webster 
streets that a battle was on, and more 
than 1,000 men and boys cam running 
down Turk street in pursuit of the 
strikebreakers, who, standing to their 
posts, shot again and again into the 
crowds indiscriminately as repeated 
showers of stones struck and injured 
them. 


The first two cars succeeded in get- 


ting as far as Market street, where 
officers from the central police station 
in Eddy street arrested the guards 
and took them to headquarters, where 
they were booked—under, what charge 
the police refuse to say. 


Second and third relief squads from 


the central station, under command 
of Captains Scott and Duke, raced out 
to Turk street in carriages and auto- 
mobiles. Captain Scott was' the first 
officer observed to use actual force in 
.order to disperse the crazed mob. 
Leaping from his buggy, he drew his 
club and struck right and left. After 
he had knocked down four or five of 
the strikers and their sympathizers 
the salutary effect of his manner of 
treatment became apparent; the mob 
broke and ran. 


A union crowd boarded the foremost 


car and started it back to the barns. 
Arriving there, the strikers charged 
that revolver fire was opened upon 
them from the barns. In this encoun- 
ter several more men were shot. A 
nonunion man threw a switch and the 
derailed car shot into the sidewalk, 
maiming two men. In the stampede 
that followed here, scores of women 
and children were hurled to the pave- 
ment and trampled upon. 


Mayor Schmitz Talks. 


Mayor Schmitz said: "There is no 


necessity for calling out troops. The 
police are ampy able to handle the 
situation, and I shall se;e that they do 
it. I have ordered the chief of police 
to swear in more officers if he finds 
it necessary. I have also ordered him 
to, arrest anybody carrying arms, con- 
cealed or otherwise. The men who go 
out on .the cars will not be permit- 
ted to carry weapons.. That is .the 
best way to maintain peace."

WATER PLANT AT 


CHILDREN'S HOME 


It Will bo Installed for Domestic Use 


and Fire Protection According 


to Present Plans. 


For some time past 
the County 


Commissioners 'have beeu considering 
the advisability of installing an inde- 
pendent water plant at the Children's 
Home, for domestic use and fire pro- 
tection. While no definite action has 
as yet been taken in regard to the 
matter, it is quite probable that the 
project will be carried out, and 
the 


commissioners 
went down 
to the 


home Wednesday to look the ground 
over. 
They are of the opinion that 


by installing an independent plant at 
the home, it will 
eventually 
be a 


great saving to the county. The home 
is already piped for hard and soti 
water, and if the commissioners con- 


clude to install the new plant it will 
be on the storage tank 
plan, where 


the water is .forced into tanks and 
compressed air gives 
the necessary 


pressure. A pumping station will be 
located on the grounds near the main 
'building, supplied with, a small en 
gine, and the necessary water will be 
pumped from wells. If the new plant 
is established the matter of supplying 
the home with soft water will also be 
considered.

greatest lottery finds ever made in 
the Tnited States. 


Richard Berger, a saloonist 
at 


1309 
Central 
avenue, was arrested 


Monday, charged \sith selling lottery 
tickets. His case was continued. The 
detectives ascertained 
that 
Berger 


had foimerly conducted a saloon on 
upper Vine street, and that a portion 
of his effects was held under an at- 
tachment for a debt by the Ice Deliv- 
ery company. The detectives applied 
to the ice company for permission to 
examine Berger's 
attached 
goods 


The detectives opened the boxes and 
found stored therein between 300,000 
and 500,000 tickets issued by a Ger- 
man lottery, with correspondence in 
German concerning the distribution of 
the same. 


For many -weeks the police depart- 


ment has been endeavoring to locate 
the individuals who have been selling 
lottery tickets in Cincinnati, but the 
work was so cleverly done that until 
now the department had made but 
little headway. 


Believing that Berger is the mys- 


terious man who has been able to 
carry on this business in the German 
districts without apprehension until 
this time, the detectives and Chief 
Millikin had a consultation with a 
view of bringing the case to the at- 
tention of the federal authorities for 
prosecution under the federal statutes. 


Tax Inquisitors Lose Fees. 


Columbus, O., May 8.—The supreme 


court, in a decision handed down in 
the case of B. W. Gilflllan et. al. 
against the state, -affirms* the validity 
of all contracts made by tax* inquis- 
itors with county commissioners prior 
to the time the law providing for a 
tax inquisition in the state was de- 
clared unconstitutional, 
which was
